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IKE MILLIONS OF OTHERS, I listened in Sunday 

night and heard the President of the United States 
as he took us into his confidence as to his plans for the 
immediate future. I heard him tell he intends to ask 
Congress for a permanent NRA, but what clicked with 
me was his proposition that capital and labor declare 
a moratorium on strikes. 

“T shall not ask either employers or employes per- 
manently to lay aside the weapons common to industrial 
war,” the voice of Franklin D. Roosevelt came over the 
radio. “But I shall ask both groupe to give a fair 
trial to peaceful methods of adjusting their conflicts 
of opinion and interest, and to experiment for a reason- 
able time with measures suitable to civilize our industrial 
civilization.” 

« + + 

UNLESS THE PRESIDENT has had some assurance 
that both capital and labor are not averse to the pro- 
posed moratorium, I figure Franklin Roosevelt never 
would have put the thought on the air. So, to me at 
least, it looks as if both sides will fly the white flag 
setting up such a moratorium. And if, as and when 
this is done, it will mean much to the automobile indus- 
try, I think. 

As I gaze into the crystal, I see a stretch of at least 
three months of this moratorium, which most likely will 
be set up in the very near future. This truce will be 
sufficiently long for the automobile manufacturers to 
bring out their new models and stock their dealers. If 
the peace is made permanent, so much the better, but 
at any rate there will be none of the troubles that 
beset the industry last winter when strikes tied up the 
car manufacturers and delayed production until well into 
the new year, a black eye which refused to yield to 
beefsteak treatment until late Spring. 

7 * * 
NOW WE SHALL HAVE A PEACE, temporary 
maybe, but one that will let us get going on 1935. Show 
lans can be made without fear of interruption, labor 
itself will enjoy a peace of mind and regular pay en- 
velopes which will be reflected next Spring in increased 
sales of cars to the workingmen. The breadline in the 
motor capital will dwindle and all around, everyone in 


the industry, both capital and labor, will profit by the 
truce, which may lead to something better—permanent 
peace. 


* * * 


FROM WASHINGTON, too, we get the word that 
“NRA proposes to relax its price control in the rubber 
tire industry by allowing an order establishing minimum 
floor prices to expire without renewal.” 

This means,.I am told by some of my tire friends, that 
it is a come-back of chaos and that the old dog fight 
will be renewed because of this edict. Eliminating floor 
prices will mean that it will be a free fight for business 
and the devil take the hindmost. Under NRA the mail- 
order houses sold at floor level, which was approximately 
22% per cent off list. Tire dealers bought at about 25, 
which gave them 2% per cent profit, not enough to let 
them operate at a profit. Everyone went to the minimum 
price and consequently it was dog eat dog. 

Removal of restrictions probably will not help the 
situation, most likely make the fight for business more 
bitter and everyone getting hurt, including even the 
mail-order houses, which have been the bone of conten- 
tion all along. 

* ~ ” 

CHICAGO JOINS with New York in the statement 
that there will be no outside exhibitions to clash with 
the Coliseum show, for which there should be loud 
huzzas. For these outside affairs, held in big hotels, 
avers have been ‘the fly in the ointment, competition 
for the great displays put on officially by the manufac- 
turers. I always have felt that these private affairs 
resulted from manufacturers trying to keep up with 
the Joneses, not because that down in their hearts they 
really wanted to spend all the huge sums required for 
such exploitations. Dropping the outside exhibits alto- 
gether should certainly save the manufacturers many 
dollars and enhance the value of the main shows by 
centering interest on the Palace and Coliseum exposi- 
tions. Advance dope on what the dealers plan to do 
with the shows now that they have them indicates that 
both affairs this year will be bang-up jobs.

September Production Near 190,000; Sales for Month May 
Outstrip Output; Dealer Stocks Lower; August Truck 


Sales Best Since April 1930;

With more complete reports on September 


September production now available it appears that 
Did the month did somewhat better than had 
Better been anticipated. From an earlier esti- 


mate of 170,000 units it now seems neces- 
sary to revise this prediction upward to 185,000 to 190,- 
000 units. This figure is still below the total of 197,608 
in the corresponding month of last year. A factor in 
this was the fact that the Ford Motor Co. produced sev- 
eral thousand more units during the month than had 
been planned for originally. Chevrolet also made a 
strong showing with the two companies running almost 
neck and neck during the month.

September’s production of 185,000 to 
Dealer 190,000 new passenger cars and trucks 
Stocks in all probability just about met the 
Decline domestic demand for the month. Present 


indications for September registrations 
point to a total of about 150,000 passenger cars and 
35,000 trucks. This would give a total of 185,000 for 
the United States alone and would not make provision 
for overseas shipments and Canadian sales. Overseas 
shipments and sales in Canada would account for several 


thousand units which would mean that dealer stocks: 


in the United States were depleted at a faster rate in 
September than they were replenished and the total 
number of cars on hand today should be considerably 
less than they were at the beginning of the month. 
Factory estimates place current dealer stocks at four to 
six weeks’ supply, at the present selling pace, with the 
result that dealers should be in good shape before the 
new models are available about the first of the year.

From a production standpoint October 

October will bring still further curtailment from 
Outlook September, but at the present time it 
Encouraging would appear that the month should yield 
close to the figure of 138,365, produced in 

the same month last year. Several plants here are 
practically at a standstill and others are working on 
short shifts. A few large producers, however, are ex- 
pected to maintain practically the same rate in October 
that they held in September. On this basis it would 
seem that the month should account for approximately 
130,000 to 140,000 units. Nothing has occurred to make 
a change in earlier predictions that the bulk of the new 
models will not make their appearance until late in the 
year or at just about the time of the New York show.
